Port Said, Friday. 

I am now in a position to send further 
particulars regarding the Dewéy and-her con- 
sorts’ voyage, having been enabled to interview 
the captain to-day. 

lt appears that the Dewey, after a “false 
start,” finally left the States on the 29th 
December last, coupled up all her hoge haw- 
sers and towing cables, of which there were 
over two miles, and from the coast line for 
some 500 miles enjoyed fair weather.

To-day the Dake of the Abrazzi’s expedition 
to the Mountains of the Moon is due to arrive 
at Port Said en route to its destination, whence 
it willretarn to Earope by way of the Nile valley. 
No previous expedition has been organised on 
such an elaborate scale as that which the Dake 
of the Abrozzi is preparing to lead to the 
agsault of the mysterious African range. 

No fewer than a dozen Europeans are 
engaged in the enterprise. In addition to the 
Duke of the Abruzzi the expedition includes 
Captain Cagni, Dr. Cavalli, Lieutenant Wins- 
peare, Dr, Ronesti, and Signor Vittorio Sella, 
as well as two Alpine guides, two porters, an 
assistant photographer, and a cook. With such 
a company at his back the Duke should be able 
to make a bold bid for suocess and add an- 
other leaf to his laurels as an explorer. In 
view of the nature of his task it is opportane 
to recall that in 1897 he led the first expedi- 
tion that succeeded in reaching the summit of 
Moont St. Elias, the great mountain of Alaska 
towering to a height of upwards of 18,000ft. 
Captain Cagni, of course, was the commander of 
the Stella Polare on the. Dake of the Abrozzi’s 
Arctic expedition in 1899-1900, and it was he 
who led the sledging party that reached 
latitade 86deg. 83min. N., the most norther- 
ly latitude yet attained, though only a few 
miles beyond Dr. Nansen’s farthest. Signor 
Vittorio Sella, the photograper of the expedi- 
tion, has in particalar done admirable work 
among the Caucasus, so that with the two 
Alpine gnides there will be no lack of moun- 
aineering experience among the members of 
the party.

This week has seen the last of this well- 
known hostelry,as such. Foonded in 1836 as 
a small hotel with some 40 beds by Mme 
Below, a French lady, it was for many years 
the only hotel in Cairo, About the year 1856 
it passed into the hands of Mr. Eiward 
Friedmann, who made many additions to it. 
He was succeeded in his proprietorship by 
Mr. Battigelli, an Italian architect and son- 
in-law of Mr. Friedmann, and now it has 
passed into the hands of one of the largest 
Egyptian land companies. 

Property and land in the Moucky quarter, 
owing to the increasing demand for business 
accommodation there, has now reached a price 
at which it is no longer pcssible to carry on 4 
hotel business, being worth from £40 to £50 
per equare metre. : 

The old gardens and present site of the 
Hotel da Nil, amounting to a whole feddan in 
extent, have long been famous, and even before 
the hotel was firat founded it was knowa 
throughout Egypt as the headquarters of the 
great Napoleon. It was here that he took op 
his residence in 1802, and the house which he 
then occupied was only demolished some 15 
yeara ago to make room for modern improve-

A DAY OF HORROR. 


FRISCO STILL ON FIRE. 


300,000 PEOPLE HOMELESS.

INDESCRIBABLE CONFUSION AND 
DISTRESS.

New York, Apri] 20. 

According to some estimates 5,000 persons 
have perished at San Francisco bat up to naw 
it has not been possible to verify. these figures. 
Yesterday was a day of horror; four distinct 
zones of fire were threatening to drive into the 
sea 20,0C0 refagees haddled together in 
Golden Gate Park : the ferries were overcrowd- 
ed by half-crazed refagees who assert that 
hundreds perished in the fismes, including 
many prisoners in the hall of the Court of 
Justice. 

It is reported that Terminal Island and 
other seaside resorts have been destroyed by a 
tidal wave. (Reuter ) 

New York, April 20. 

Thres fires were still barning fiarcely in 
San Francisco yesterday night. Whole blocks 
of buildings have been blown up by dynamite 
to arreat the flames, but to no purpose. All 
the millionaires’ houses have been destroyed. 
The contusion and distress amidst hunger and 
raging thirst are indescribable. 

Every city in the United States is vying 
in the despatch of relief. Mr. Rockefeller and 
other millionaires are contributing huge sums. 

Up to the present it isroughly estimated 
that two-thirds of the city have been destroy- 
ed : the fire is still spreading in two directions 
but less furiously : it is now hoped to save a 
quarter of the city. There are three hundred 
thousand people homeless, hungry and thirst- 
ing : the police have seized all the food and 
are distributing it sparingly. General Fonston 
telegraphs that only the most energetic ont- 
side efforts can prevent frightful suffering. 

The Government have been directed that 
the purchase of stores of food be made at the 
nearest centres, and the Secretary of Commerce 
has been sent to investigate the best methods 
for farther relief.

EGYPTIAN MARKETS. 

Ths report of the Egyptian Markets, Ltd., 
for 105, to be presented at the meeting on 
the 30th instant, states that the Government 
decree closing all markets to horned cattle was 
withdrawn on 20th November, 1905, from 
which date the markets were reopened after 
having been, in consequence of the cattle 
plague, partially closed since Jane, 1903, and 
entirely so since February, 1904. Unfortanately 
a local outbreak of the plegoe has again . ne- 
cessitated the closing of some of the markets 
in the Beni Souef and Fayoum Provinces, but 
it is thought that the thorough measures taken 
by the Government Sanitary Department will 
effectually prevent any serious development. 
The total gross receipts from all sources are 
£26,527, of which £15,951 was derived from 
cattle markets, £9,387 from general markets, 
£597 from abattoirs, and £601 from sundry 
other sources. In order that eflicient supervision 
should be given\to those departments of the 
markets which were not closed it was foand ne- 
oe3sary to maintain the existing establishment 
in Egypt. The cost of working the markets has 
been £17,$08, a slight increase on the pre- 
vious year after making allowance, for the 
amount of fees which the directors and trustees 
did not draw daring 1904. The net revenve 
of the year from all sources, after meeting 
administration and working expenses, amounts 
to £8,630, which, with the balance broaght 
forward from 1903, makes a total of £17,724 
to be dea't with. After payment of the annual 
premiums for the amortisation of the share 
and debenture interest £4,274, a balance of 
£9,129 remains available for, distribution. In 
view of the reopening of all the markets and 
the resultant satisfactory returns and pros- 
pects, an interim dividend of 5 per cent. was 
paid iin December, 1905, on the ordinary 
shares. This absorbed £6,230, and leaves a 
balance of £°,899 to be carried forward. The 
proportion of the net earnings derived from 
the abattoirs amounted to £597. There are 
now 17 abattoirs open, and under an agree- 
ment made with Government the company 
will during the coming year build 35 more 
in selected markets. It is proposed to atill 
farther increase the number in the fatare. 
Every possible assistance has been and is being 
given to the Government officials in their 
efforts to effectively and entivaly stamp 
ont the cattle disease. It is anticipated 
that for the present, notwithstanding the 
strictest precaution, small local outbreaks may 
recur at increasing intervals from time to 
time, but under the existing stringent mea- 
sures it is thought the disease will not spread 
to any extent. The directors wish to draw 
the proprietors’ attention to the fact that 
notwithstanding the closing of the markets 
careful and economical administration has 
enabled the company to carry forward a small 
cedit balance on the year’s trading, after 
paying debentare interest and sinking fand 
premium on the share and debenture capital. 
The directors have with deep regret to report 
the death of Mr. Wilberforce Bryant. It is 
not for the present proposed to fi'l the vacant 
seat on the Board.
